This  statute  provides  for  waiving  the  fee  to  be  charged  for  a  permit 
to  register  one  motor  vehicle  owned  by  any  person  who  was  captured  and 
incarcerated  for  30  days  or  more  while  serving  in  qualifying  war  or  armed 
conflict  as  defined  in  RSA  72 :  28,  IV,  and  who  was  honorably  discharged,  pro- 
vided the  person  has  provided  the  city  or  town  clerk  with  satisfactory  proof 
of  these  circumstances.  This  article  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  20 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
to  assist  the  Black  Cat  Island  Landowners  Association,  for  repairs  to  the  Black 
Cat  Island  Bridge  for  the  benefit  of  the  Black  Cat  Island  property  owners, 
said  sum  shall  not  be  expended  unless  the  Town  of  Meredith  raises  and  ap- 
propriates an  equal  amount  for  the  same  purpose.

The  motion  to  pass 
the  article  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote.  A  motion  was  made  by  Jim  Scott 
2nd  by  Russell  Lamprey  to  accept  the  article  as  read.  An  amendment  was 
proposed  by  Frank  Mclntire  to  read  as  follows :  Remove  period  after  the  word 
purpose  and  insert  comma.  Add  following  words  as  an  amendment;  and  no 
amount  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  paid  out  until  proof  of  completed  bridge 
repair,  together  with  oustanding  or  paid  bills  to  cover  this  work,  are  presented 
to  the  Selectmen  by  the  Black  Cat  Island  Land  Owner's  Association;  2nd  by 
Jim  Scott.  After  a  lengthy  discussion  Robert  Scofield  made  a  motion  to  move 
the  question  2nd  by  Russell  Lamprey.

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  1986  it  seems  worthy  of  note  that  after  over  two 
hundred  twenty  five  years,  as  an  organized  Town,  it  almost  seems  Uke  we 
are  just  starting  out  as  new  development  progress  and  the  pattern  of  life  in 
Town  changes. 

This  past  year  has  seen  a  tremendous  boom  in  the  building  of  new  homes 
in  Moultonborough  with  building  permits  being  issued  to  cover  over  twelve 
million  dollars  worth  of  new  construction  and  alterations. 

Our  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards  are  very  busy  and  the  net  effect  of  their 
labors  seems  to  be  providing  steady  but  orderly  growth  as  the  provisions  of 
our  Zoning  Ordinance  are  being  brought  into  play  as  new  land  development 
occurs. 

The  Building  Inspector  has,  of  course,  been  very  busy  and  this  position 
is  proving  very  valuable  to  the  Town  by  insuring  that  new  building  is  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  B.O.C.A.  Building  Code  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Town  last  March. 

The  fees  charged  for  the  building  permits  seem  to  be  almost  covering 
the  cost  of  the  Building  Inspector's  job  and  we  hope  that  this  position  can  be 
paid  for  entirely  by  permit  fees  as  we  gain  more  experience  with  the  operation. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  over  the  past  year  the  infield  at  the  Town 
Recreation  Area  has  been  rebuilt  and  drainage  has  been  installed  to  keep  the 
field  more  usable  in  early  Spring  and  during  a  rainy  Summer. 

The  old  fire  house  was  moved  back  and  the  entire  parking  area  by  the 
Fire  Station  and  Town  Office  Building  was  paved. 

One  room  in  the  Town  Office  Building  was  refurbished  and  made  part 
of  the  Police  Department  Offices,  which  helped  that  department  solve  their 
space  needs. 

Storage  space  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Office  Building  was  section- 
ed off  for  use  for  storage  by  various  Town  departments.  Shelves  were  installed 
in  the  storage  bins  and  each  department  has  private  access  to  their  own  area. 
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We  have  also  been  able  to  establish  a  program  at  our  Landfill  which, 
although  expensive,  seems  very  reasonable  in  light  of  alternative  methods 
of  trash  disposal. 

The  program  at  the  Landfill,  which  we  are  now  implementing,  should, 
at  a  minimum,  guarantee  at  least  ten  years  of  use  at  the  present  site. 

Our  long  range  plans  for  road  improvement  are  progressing  well  under 
the  direction  of  the  Road  Agent. 

Cost  of  really  putting  our  Town  roads  in  excellent  shape  would  be  pro- 
hibitive over  a  one  or  two  year  time  frame  but  the  constant  upgrading  seems 
to  be  working  quite  well. 

The  past  year  the  completion  of  the  revaluation  of  property  in  Town  and 
we  all  know  how  that  came  out  as  evidenced  by  our  new  property  assessments. 

On  the  whole  the  revaluation  seemed  to  set  pretty  fair  values  but  the 
Selectmen  are  still  dealing  with  errors  and  omissions  in  the  process  which 
seem  normal  with  so  many  pieces  of  property  (7,300)  involved. 

As  I  close  this  report  I  feel  that  an  excerpt  from  the  Town  Report  of  twenty 
five  years  ago,  our  Bi-Centennial  year,  is  still  as  appropriate  as  it  was  then 
to  sum  up  the  Selectmen's  feelings. 

"Down  through  the  long  parade  of  years  each  individual  within  our 
borders  has  added  something  of  himself,  something  of  his  hopes  and  dreams 
and  from  the  total  sum  of  all  these  lives  has  emerged  our  Town  today. 

May  we  who  now  live  and  love  our  heritage  ever  keep  before  our  eyes 
the  same  Faith,  the  same  Confidence,  the  same  Hope  for  the  betterment  of 
our  Town. 

To  our  Summer  friends  who  come  each  year  to  enjoy  with  us  the  beauties 
of  our  land,  we  as  a  Town  owe  them  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  friendships, 
for  their  help,  and  for  their  interest  in  our  progress,  and  may  we  and  they 
work  together  in  continued  harmony  for  a  more  progressive  future,  with  un- 
dimmed  memories  of  the  past,  with  humble  confidence  in  ourselves  and  with 
a  Hope  and  Faith  that  in  the  years  ahead,  no  act  of  ours  shall  mar  the  growth 
and  progress  of  this  Town  we  love."

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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

December  31,  1986 

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  Town  of  Moultonborough  was  incorporated  November  27, 1777,  and 
its  accounting  policies  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
as  applicable  to  governments.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  signifi- 
cant policies: 

Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  and  account 
groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting  entity.  The  opera- 
tions of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate  set  of  self-balancing  ac- 
counts that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expen- 
ditures, or  expenses,  as  appropriate.  Government  resources  are  allocated  to 
and  accounted  for  in  individual  funds  based  upon  purposes  for  which  they 
are  to  be  spent  and  the  means  by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled. 
The  various  funds  of  the  Town  of  Moultonborough  are  grouped,  in  the  finan- 
cial statements  in  this  report,  into  four  generic  fund  types  and  two  broad  fund 
categories  as  follows: 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those  required 
to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  Capital  Projects  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major 
capital  facilities  (other  than  those  financed  by  Proprietary  Funds  and  Trust 
Funds). 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trusts  or  ma- 
jor capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted  to  expenditures  for  specified 
purposes. 

Debt  Service  Funds  -  Debt  service  funds  are  used  to  account  for  resources 
recognized  as  available  for  the  retirement  of  bonded  indebtedness  maturing 
in  future  years. 

FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  and  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account 
for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  individuals, 
private  organizations,  other  governments  and/or  other  funds.  For  the  Town 
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of  Moultonborough,  these  include  the  Expendable  Trust  and  the  Nonexpen- 
dable Trust.  The  Nonexpendable  Trust  is  accounted  for  in  essentially  the  same 
manner  as  proprietary  funds  since  capital  maintenance  is  critical.  Such  trust 
funds  are  normally  referred  to  as  endowment  funds  wherein  the  principal 
must  remain  intact.  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted  for  in  essential- 
ly the  same  manner  as  governmental  funds.  Agency  funds  are  custodial  in 
nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve  measurement  of  results 
or  operations. 

Fixed  Assets  and  Long-term  Liabilities 

The  accounting  and  reporting  treatment  applied  to  the  fixed  assets  and 
long-term  liabilities  associated  with  a  fund  are  determined  by  its  measure- 
ment focus.  All  governmental  funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  ac- 
counted for  on  a  spending  or  "financial  flow"  measurement  focus.  This  means 
that  only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  are  generally  included  on  their 
balance  sheets.  Their  reported  fund  balance  (net  current  assets)  is  considered 
a  measure  of  "available  spendable  resources".  Governmental  fund  operating 
statements  present  increases  (revenues  and  other  financing  sources)  and 
decreases  (expenditures  and  other  financing  uses)  in  net  current  assets.  Ac- 
cordingly, they  are  said  to  present  a  summary  of  sources  and  uses  of 
"available  spendable  resources"  during  a  period. 

Fixed  assets  used  in  governmental  fund  type  operations  (general  fixed 
assets)  are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  rather 
than  in  governmental  funds.  All  fixed  assets  are  valued  at  historical  cost  or 
estimated  historical  cost  if  actual  historical  cost  is  not  available.  Donated 
fixed  assets  are  valued  at  their  estimated  fair  value  on  the  date  donated. 

Long-term  liabilities  of  proprietary  funds  and  trust  funds  should  be  ac- 
counted for  through  those  funds.  All  other  unmatured  general  long-term 
liabilities  of  the  governmental  unit,  which  includes  special  assessment  debt 
for  which  the  government  is  obligated  in  some  manner,  should  be  accounted 
for  through  the  General  Long-term  Debt  Account  Group. 

The  two  account  groups  are  not  "funds".  They  are  concerned  only  with 
the  measurement  of  financial  position.  They  are  not  involved  with  measure- 
ment of  results  of  operations.  No  depreciation  has  been  provided  on  general 
fixed  assets. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or  expenses 
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are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial  statements.  Basis 
of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measurements  made,  regardless 
of  the  measurement  focus  applied. 

Governmental  fund  revenues  and  expenditures  are  recognized  on  the 
modified  accrual  basis.  Revenues  are  recognized  in  the  accounting  period 
in  which  they  become  available  and  measurable.  Expenditures  are  recognized 
in  the  accounting  period  in  which  the  fund  liability  is  incurred,  if  measurable, 
except  for  unmatured  interest  on  general  long-term  debt,  which  should  be 
recognized  when  due. 

Nonexpendable  or  endowment  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  ac- 
crual basis  of  accounting.  Their  revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earn- 
ed, and  their  expenses  are  recognized  when  they  are  incurred.  Revenue  earn- 
ed on  such  endowment  funds  is  then  transferred  from  the  endowment  fund 
to  an  endowment  revenue  fund.  This  endowment  revenue  is  then  treated  as 
an  expendable  trust  fund.  The  endowments  are  designated  in  the  financial 
statements  as  reservations  of  fund  balance. 

Budgets  and  Budgetary  Accounting 

The  budgets  of  the  Town  of  Moultonborough  are  formally  acted  upon  at 
the  annual  town  meeting.  Under  the  Town's  coterminous  relationship  with 
the  Moultonborough  School  District,  such  District's  approved  budget  is  assess- 
ed to  the  Town  for  inclusion  in  the  property  tax  levy.  Final  approval  of  all 
budgets  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administra- 
tion of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  well  as  the  setting  of  the  tax  rate  for 
the  property  tax  levy. 

Encumbrances 

Encumbrances  are  commitments  related* to  unperformed  (executory) 
contracts  for  goods  and  services.  Those  outstanding  at  year  end  represent 
the  estimated  amount  of  the  expenditures  ultimately  to  result  if  unperform- 
ed contracts  in  process  at  year  end  are  completed.  Such  encumbrances  do 
not  constitute  expenditures  or  liabilities  and  are  reported  as  reservations  of 
fund  balance. 

Accumulated  Employee  Benefits 

Accumulated  unpaid  vacations,  sick  pay  and  other  employee  benefit 
amounts  are  not  accrued  in  governmental  funds  (using  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting).  The  amounts,  however,  are  not  considered  material. 
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Total  Columns  on  Combined  Statements  -  Overview 

Total  columns  on  the  Combined  Statements  -  Overview  are  captioned 
Memorandum  Only  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  finan- 
cial analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present  financial  position,  results 
of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles.  Neither  is  such  data  comparable  to  a  con- 
solidation. Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made  in  the  aggregation  of 
this  data. 

Operating  Transfers 

Operating  transfers  are  legally  authorized  transfers  from  a  fund  receiv- 
ing revenue  to  the  fund  through  which  the  resources  are  to  be  expended  such 
as  transfers  from  the  general  fund  to  the  capital  projects  fund  or  to  the  ex- 
pendable trust  funds. 

Grants,  Entitlements  and  Shared  Revenues 

The  basis  of  accounting  is  determined  by  the  fund  type  in  which  such 
revenue  transactions  are  recorded.  Transactions  accounted  for  in  the  general 
and  capital  projects  governmental  funds  are  recorded  on  the  modified  ac- 
crual basis.  Grants,  entitlements  or  shared  revenues  received  for  purposes 
normally  financed  through  the  general  fund  are  accounted  for  within  that  fund. 
Such  revenues  allocated  for  capital  outlay  purposes  are  accounted  for  in  the 
capital  projects  fund. 

Note  1  -  Commitment  -  School  District  Debt  Service 

The  Moultonborough  School  District,  a  separate  body  politic  and 
municipal  corporation,  issued  long-term  debt  obligations  in  1980  to  finance 
the  construction  of  its  new  educational  facilities.  Obligations  were  issued  in 
the  total  amount  of  $3,100,000.00,  $2,800,000.00  issued  July  1, 1980  and  $300,000.00 
issued  August  1, 1980.  Annual  payment  of  principal  on  the  first  issue  is  in  the 
amount  of  $280,000.00  payable  over  a  ten  year  period  commencing  July  1, 1981 
and  ending  July  1, 1990.  Annual  principal  payments  on  the  second  issue  are 
in  the  amount  of  $30,000.00  payable  beginning  August  1, 1981  and  terminating 
ten  years  later  on  August  1,  1990.  Both  issues  are  coupon  bonds  bearing  an 
interest  rate  of  6.90  per  cent.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  aid  of  30  per  cent 
is  available  to  assist  in  the  principal  portion  of  the  debt  retirement.  The  new 
district  assumed  its  share  of  existing  debt  from  its  previous  membership  in 
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the  Governor  Wentworth  Co-operative  together  with  its  share  of  State  aid 
thereon. 

Note  2  -  Retirement  Plan 

The  Town  of  Moultonborough  is  a  member  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Retirement  System  with  the  employees  of  the  police  department  its  on- 
ly members.  Financing  of  the  Town's  participation  is  provided  entirely 
through  the  Town's  employer  contributions.  Further  information  concerning 
the  operations,  funding  policy  and  benefit  data  of  the  New  Hampshire  Retire- 
ment System  may  be  obtained  from  its  financial  presentations  and  actuarial 
reports. 

Note  3  -  State  Aid  Reconstruction  Funds 

Intergovernmental  revenue  representing  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  con- 
tribution of  SAR  Funds  is  not  budgeted  as  estimated  revenue  by  the  Town 
thereby  creating  in  1986  an  excess  of  actual  revenue  over  no  budget  of 
$40,000.00.  The  Town's  allocation  of  SAR  Funds  is  appropriated  as  budget  ex- 
penditures but  remains  in  the  general  fund.  In  1986,  the  Town  appropriated 
$20,000.00  but  actually  expended  $25,000.00.  The  State  expended  $116,598.24 
thereby  creating  a  combined  excess  of  actual  expenditures  over  budget  ap- 
propriations of  $121,598.24. 

Note  4  -  Unexpected  Balance  of  Dooryard  Funds 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  in  March,  1982,  it  was  voted  to  carry 
forward  into  subsequent  years  any  excess  funds  received  over  the  costs  for 
plowing  private  driveways.  A  summary  of  funds  received  and  expended  dur- 
ing 1986  and  previous  years  is  as  follows:

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Note  5  -  Capital  Project  Fund 

In  January  1987,  The  Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  issued 
Statement  No.  6  entitled  "Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting  for  Special 
Assessments".  The  statement  establishes  accounting  and  financial  reporting 
standards  for  capital  improvements  and  services  financed  by  special 
assessments.  Most  significantly,  the  special  assessment  fund  type  identified 
in  NCGA  Statement  1,  "Governmental  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting 
Principles",  is  eliminated  for  financial  reporting  purposes.  All  transactions 
related  to  capital  improvements  financed  by  special  assessments  should  be 
reported  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the  same  basis  of  accounting,  as  any 
other  capital  improvement  and  financing  transaction. 

Capital  improvement  special  assessment  projects  have  two  distinct  and 
functionally  different  phases.  The  initial  phase  consists  of  financing  and  con- 
structing the  project.  Transactions  during  this  phase  of  the  project  are 
reported  in  the  capital  project  fund.  The  second  phase,  which  may  start  at 
the  same  time  as,  during,  or  after  the  initial  phase,  consists  of  collecting  the 
assessment  principal  and  interest  levied  against  the  benefited  property  owners 
and  repaying  the  cost  of  financing  the  contruction.  Transactions  during  this 
phase  of  the  project  are  reported  in  a  debt  service  fund. 

In  accordance  with  GASBS  #6,  the  transactions  previously  reported  in 
the  Special  Assessment  Fund  established  by  the  Town  of  Moultonborough  in 

1985,  to  account  for  the  costs  of  constructing  and  improving  the  road  known 
as  Paradise  Drive,  are  now  reported  in  the  Capital  Project  Fund. 

In  March  1987,  the  Town  issued  general  obligation  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  $1,000,000.00  to  finance  the  construction  project.  The  annual  principal  pay- 
ment of  $110,000.00  will  be  payable  in  equal  installments  over  a  ten-year  period 
commencing  in  1987  and  ending  in  1996.  Interest  is  payable  semi-annually  in 
February  and  August.  The  outstanding  principal  balance  as  at  December  31, 

1986,  is  reported  in  the  General  Long-term  Debt  Account  Group  as  reflected 
in  Exhibit  A. 

Note  6  -  Debt  Service  Fund 

The  debt  service  fund  is  used  to  account  and  report  the  collection  of 
assessments  levied  against  the  benefited  property  owners  and  the  repayment 
of  the  general  obligation  bond  debt.  The  total  special  assessment  receivable 
of  $1,100,000.00  is  also  reflected  as  deferred  revenue  (see  Exhibit  A)  until  in- 
dividual installments  are  levied  against  the  benefited  property  owners  which 
will  begin  in  1987.  At  such  time,  the  special  assessments  will  be  recognized 
as  revenue  as  amounts  are  levied  for  the  periodic  payments  of  principal  and 
interest.

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Moulton- 
borough for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1986,  and  have  issued  our  report 
thereon.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary 
to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis 
for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  finan- 
cial statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  concerning  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss 
from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition  and  concerning  the  reliability  of  finan- 
cial records  for  preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountabili- 
ty for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  should  not  exceed  the 
benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors 
necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgments  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering 
the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In 
the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from 
misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness  or  other 
personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon 
segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by  management  with 
respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgements  required  in  the  preparation  of  finan- 
cial statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting 
control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become 
inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree  of  compliance 
with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  including  the  study  and  evaluation 
of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1986,  that  was  made  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  this  report,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in 
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the  system  because  it  was  based  on  selective  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  related  data. 

Again,  as  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes 
designate  the  performance  of  the  functions  of  revenue  collection  and  the  ac- 
countability thereof  to  certain  elected  Town  officials.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances, there  may  not  exist  a  segregation  of  personnel  between  those 
responsible  for  the  receiving  and  depositing  of  cash  receipts  and  those  engaged 
in  the  preparation  of  the  bookkeeping  records  for  such  transactions.  This  is 
a  condition  of  weakness  in  the  system  for  which  corrective  action  by  the  Town 
of  Moultonborough  Selectmen  is  not  practicable  in  the  circumstances. 

The  above  condition  was  considered  in  determining  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in  our  examination  of  the  financial 
statements,  and  this  report  of  such  condition  does  not  modify  our  report  dated 
February  10,  1987  on  such  financial  statements.

Academy  with  between  one  and  two  hundred  attending.  Plans  are  that  this 
is  to  be  an  annual  affair. 

The  officers  of  the  Friends  group  are:  President  Frank  Feely;  Vice- 
President  Jane  MacDonald;  Secretary  Edith  Greene;  Treasurer  Clayton 
Jones. 

Three  new  trust  funds  have  been  established.  The  Stephen  Schofield  Fund 
was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Scofield  in  memory  of  their  grandson; 
the  George  H.  Patterson  fund  was  established  by  Mrs.  Donald  Thompson  in 
memory  of  her  father;  and  the  Josephine  V.  Vappi  Fund  was  given  in  her 
memory  by  relatives  and  friends.

1986  Annual  Report 

The  Moultonborough  Visiting  Nurse  Service  has  provided  15  years  of  ser- 
vice to  Moultonboro  residents.  In  the  past  year  nurse-patient  contact  through 
blood  pressure  clinics,  office  and  home  visits  totaled  2993. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Service  continues  to  sponsor  a  monthly  blood  pressure 
clinic  at  the  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank,  Moultonborough  Branch.  A  nurse 
is  also  available  Monday-Friday  from  8:30-9  a.m.  for  blood  pressure  screen- 
ing and  to  take  phone  calls.  The  service  also  participates  with  the  monthly 
WIC  program  where  the  nurses  monitor  children's  height,  weight,  hemoglobin 
and  general  growth  and  development.  This  program  helps  to  provide  a  nurse 
contact  with  pregnant  women,  newborns  and  preschool  children.  The  flu  vac- 
cine clinic  was  held  this  fall  with  81  adults  taking  part  in  the  clinic. 

The  nurses  attended  workshops  or  seminars  on  "Naso-gastric  Tube 
Feedings,"  "Nursing  Care  for  the  Patient  at  Home,"  "Ostomy  Inservice" 
and  "Women's  Health  Issues." 

The  holiday  season  is  a  busy  time  for  the  nurses.  "Thank  you"  is  in  order 
to  all  organizations,  clubs,  churches  and  townspeople  for  your  generous  dona- 
tions of  food,  clothing,  money,  mittens,  toys,  etc.  Your  continued  support  and 
efforts  to  the  cause  are  greatly  appreciated  and  help  to  provide  a  more  plea- 
sant holiday  for  area  families. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  Medical  Advisory  Committee  for  your  support  over  the  year. 

Once  again,  many  thanks  to  Kathryn  Bevington,  R.N.,  for  all  her 
assistance  as  alternate  nurse.

1986  was  a  very  busy  and  fulfilling  year  for  the  service.  Early  in  the  year 
we  held  a  testimonial  dinner  for  Colette  Foss,  Rae  Marie  Davis,  Margaret 
Lamprey  and  Jean  Vappi  who  all  served  with  dedication  for  many  years. 
Frank  Cariello,  Sara  Scofield  and  Helen  Abbott  have  replaced  them  on  the 
Board.  This  year  we  have  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  another 
founding  member,  Nan  Hanks. 

In  May  a  very  successful  and  well  attended  tea  was  held  at  the  Methodist 
Church  in  recognition  of  the  15  year  milestone  of  the  service. 

Visiting  Nurses  are  more  than  home  health  care  specialists.  Public  Health 
Nursing  encompasses  the  caring  of  the  pregnant  woman  on  through  all  phases 
of  life  to  the  geriatric  patient.  In  doing  so  we  treat  the  healthy  as  well  as  the  ill. 

We  have  continued  our  emphasis  on  preventative  health  programs.  Our 
nurses  work  monthly  at  the  WIC  program.  We  have  helped  to  start  a  hand 
washing  program  called  "scrubby  bear"  in  the  primary  grades  and  at  WIC 
to  help  control  the  spread  of  infection  and  to  improve  hygiene. 

This  past  year  we  have  supported  a  dental  and  nutritional  supplement 
program  for  school  children.  We  hope  to  be  offering  an  alternative  for  well- 
child  care.  Currently  our  residents  are  eligible  for  immunizations  only  at  the 
Wolfeboro  well-child  clinic. 

This  year  we  were  able  to  support  David's  House  in  Hanover,  the  Lakes 
Region  General  Hospital  equipment  fund  in  their  "strive  for  excellence"  and 
also  the  chemical-free  program  locally. 

Our  nurses  participated  in  the  Health  Fair  at  Huggins  Hospital.  They  have 
attended  many  worthwhile  in-service  education  programs.  We  have  enhanced 
our  service  with  educational  pamphlets  for  our  patients  and  have  added 
several  volumes  to  our  nurse's  library. 

The  nurses  are  routinely  visiting  and  keeping  in  touch  with  the  social  ser- 
vice departments  of  our  area  hospitals.  The  county  issues  are  constantly  ad- 
dressed to  include  the  Alzheimers  Board  and  Carroll  County  Hospice. 

The  board  along  with  the  nurses  keep  informed  of  the  rapidly  changing 
health  issues  of  the  county,  state  and  federal  levels.  We  strive  to  continue 
to  provide  fine  health  care  for  our  townspeople  and  maintain  a  positive  com- 
munity service. 
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My  thanks  to  our  dedicated  nurses,  Debra  Peaslee,  R.N.,  Supervisory 
Nurse  and  Kathryn  Bevington,  R.N.,  Alternate  Nurse  for  their  hard  work  and 
time.  Also  to  the  board  members  who  care  so  much  and  work  so  hard.

1986 

In  1986  the  Planning  Board  dealt  with  58  applications  broken  down  as  follows : 
12  Boundary  Line  Adjustments  were  approved; 

2  Subdivisions  and  1  Condominium  Conversion  Applications  were  denied; 

7  Applications  were  Withdrawn  without  decisions ; 

1  Residential  Condominium  Conversion  was  approved; 
1  Marina  Condominium  Conversion  was  approved; 
1  Site  Plan  Review  was  approved; 
19  Minor  Subdivisions,  creating  46  lots  of  25  existing  lots,  were  approved; 

3  Major  Subdivisions,  creating  35  lots  out  of  3  existing  lots,  were  approved. 
There  were  11  applications  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  broken  down  as 
follows  : 

8  Major  Subdivisons 

1  Minor  Subdivision 

2  Site  Plan  Reviews 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  in  1984  (20)  to  1985  (36)  to  1986 
(58)  indicated  that  the  Town's  growth  is  escalating  at  an  ever  increasing  rate. 
Faced  with  such  growth,  the  Planning  Board  composed  and  presented  to  the 
public  regulations  encompassing  Site  Plan  Review,  resulting  in  the  adoption 
of  the  procedure  on  July  23,  1986.  The  BOCA  building  code  also  became  ef- 
fective in  Moultonborough  resulting  in  the  creation  of  the  BOCA  Code  Board 
of  Appeals  and  the  hiring  of  Mr.  Charles  Litzell  as  the  building  inspector. 

The  Moultonborough  Planning  Board,  like  other  local  planning  boards, 
is  composed  of  volunteer  residents  who  are  willing  to  contribute  their  time. 
The  board  members  are  by  no  means  professional  planners  but  are  interested 
enough  to  grow  into  the  position  by  attending  work  sessions,  seminars  and 
reviewing  resource  material  at  the  office.  This  has  also  lead  to  a  closer  rela- 
tionship recently  with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  and  its  direc- 
tor, Kim  Koulet,  and  the  Carroll  County  Conservation  District,  directed  by 
Carol  Felice.  The  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  has  also  been 
recognized  as  an  agency  well  worth  utilizing.  These  agencies  are  not  ony  a 
vast  source  of  information  but  actively  promote  and  extend  their  resources 
and  help  to  any  planning  board  requestion  their  services. 

A  thorough  updating  of  the  Policies  of  the  Moultonborough  Planning  Board 
as  well  as  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Moultonborough  were 
the  final  projects  of  a  very  busy  year.  Special  acknowledgement  is  extended 
to  those  members  participating  on  these  committees  and  to  our  recording 
secretary,  Betsey  Patten,  all  of  whom  gave  many  additional  hours, 
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It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  board  members  acknowledge  and  great- 
ly appreciate  the  regular  attendance  at  our  meetings  by  a  few  members  of 
the  public.  Their  interest  and  input  is  an  additional  dimension  to  the  plann- 
ing process  that  is  of  value.  We  will  continue  to  welcome  such  interest  from 
the  public  and  encourage  others  to  become  involved. 

The  Planning  Board  is  looking  forward  to  1987  as  the  year  for  developing 
a  Capital  Improvements  Program.  If  the  voters  of  Moultonborough  authorize 
such  a  project,  the  board  members  would  seek  and  encourage  active  participa- 
tion from  the  public  in  the  drafting  of  such  an  intensive  document.

Youth  problems  were  on  the  rise  with  chemical  abuse  being  more 
prevalent.  Several  problems  were  resolved  with  court  convictions. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT:  In  May  a  full  time  secretary,  Mrs. 
Virginia  Welch  was  hired.  We  were  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Sutherland  who  had 
worked  for  the  Department  in  a  part-time  capacity  for  six  years ;  but  could 
not  take  full  time  position  due  to  other  commitments.  A  fifth  man  was  hired 
in  May.  Officer  Steven  Rowland  came  from  the  United  States  Air  Force  with 
four  years  experience  as  an  Air  Police  Officer.  In  August,  Lt.  Kerry  Peaslee 
accepted  a  position  with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police.  He  had  served  the 
community  for  five  years  as  a  Police  Officer  in  various  positions  and  we  wish 
him  well  in  his  future  endeavors.  In  October,  Nathaniel  Sawyer  was  hired 
with  over  seven  years  prior  experience  with  the  Carroll  County  Sheriffs 
Department.  Other  changes  at  the  Department  were  the  addition  of  another 
room  and  construction  of  the  Evidence  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Town 
Office  Building. 

TRAINING:  The  Department  presently  has  five  full  time  officers  and 
four  part  time  officers.  The  department  provided  twenty-five  hours,  man  in 
service  Training  Programs.  Richard  Young,  William  Thomas,  Harry  Blood 
and  Steven  Rowland  completed  over  seventy  hours  of  training  as  Part  Time 
Officer  Certification  Program.  Officer  Kinmond  graduated  from  a  ten  week 
course  at  the  Police  Academy  in  June.  Lt.  Peaslee  graduated  from  a  two  week 
course  in  Accident  Reconstruction.  Sgt.  Gilbert  attended  a  sixteen  hour  course 
in  Integration  of  Serial  Murders  and  Child  Molestation  in  Houston,  Texas. 

This  summer  Special  Officers  were  utilized  for  eight  shifts  per  week, 
which  provided  twenty-four  hour  coverage,  with  the  midnight  shift  doing 
business  and  property  checks  on  a  routine  basis.  In  December  the  depart- 
ment sponsored  a  Toys  for  Tots  Program,  which  was  supported  by  businesses 
and  citizens  of  the  area.  Fifty-nine  children  were  provided  with  presents  and 
thirty-nine  families  and  elderly  with  gift  certificates.  This  coming  year  we 
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are  going  to  have  a  concentrated  patrol  in  areas  of  high  accident  incidents. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Community,  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Officers  and  Fire  Department  for  their  support  and  cooperation.  Also  thanks 
to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police  and  Carroll  County  Sheriffs  Office  and 
other  neighboring  Police  Departments  for  their  continued  support  and 
cooperation.  I  would  like  to  especially  thank  Troop  E  Dispatch  for  answer- 
ing our  twenty-four  hour  dispatch.

1986  Annual  Report 


During  1986  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  219  emergency  calls  giv- 
ing us  a  total  of  720  emergency  responses  in  the  last  3  years.  There  was  a 
tremendous  variety  of  Fire,  Medical,  Mutual  Aid,  and  Rescue  Calls.  We 
responded  to  60  Fire  Calls,  103  Medical  Emergencies,  30  Accidents,  10  Re- 
quests for  Mutual  Aid,  and  16  Miscellaneous  calls. 

In  January  of  1986  the  Department  took  delivery  of  our  new  Engine  1 
which  replaced  our  1957  FWD  Engine.  This  newest  piece  of  equipment  was 
dedicated  to  Retired  Cheif  Richard  Plaisted  for  his  25  years  of  dedicated  ser- 
vice to  the  Department.  On  January  26, 1986,  we  experienced  the  most  tragic 
fire  in  our  Town's  history,  which  caused  3  fatalities  in  an  apartment/com- 
mercial building  fire  on  Lake  Shore  Drive. 

During  the  spring  brush  fire  season  our  Department  assisted  at  major 
woods  fires  in  Ashland  and  Gilford.  One  of  our  firefighters.  Jay  Luff,  was  a 
member  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  crew  which  was  assigned  to  major 
forest  fires  in  the  Western  United  States  this  spring.  We  also  performed  a 
very  difficult  rescue  of  a  teenager  pinned  in  an  upside  down  pickup  truck 
which  was  partially  submerged  under  water. 

During  the  summer  we  responded  to  a  helicopter  crash  in  the  Ossipee 
Mountains  and  a  plane  crash  near  the  Berry  Pond.  In  both  instances  the  pilots 
were  uninjured.  The  Department  also  successfully  contained  a  major  fire  at 
Jade  Linn's  Restaurant  on  Route  25  with  the  help  of  a  Second  Alarm  Mutual 
Aid  Response. 

This  fall  we  assisted  at  a  major  Mutual  Aid  Fire  in  Tuftonboro,  as  well 
as  another  major  woods  fire  in  Gilford.  In  December  we  assisted  the  Sand- 
wich Fire  Department  at  their  largest  fire  in  8  years  at  the  North  Sandwich 
Store. 

During  1986  three  of  our  newest  members,  Joel  Mudgett,  Jim  Ulm,  and 
Barbara  Moren  completed  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Certified  Fire  Fighter 
course.  All  of  the  members  were  very  active  taking  a  wide  variety  of  Fire, 
Medical,  and  Rescue  Training. 

In  1986,  due  to  the  efforts  of  Deputy  Chief  Sven  Carlson,  6  new  Dry 
Hydrants  were  installed  and  1  existing  Dry  Hydrant  was  rebuilt.  Three 
Hydrants  were  paid  for  by  the  Town  with  the  other  three  being  paid  for  by 
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developers.  It  is  a  goal  of  the  Fire  Department  to  have  enough  Dry  Hydrants 
installed  to  allow  us  to  have  the  Town's  Fire  Insurance  Rating  lowered. 

In  December  of  this  year  two  of  our  long  term  members,  Deputy  Chief 
Ron  Haven  and  Fire  Fighter  Peter  Nedeau,  retired  after  long  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  Department. 

We  would  like  to  end  this  report  with  a  message  on  fire  prevention.  It 
is  New  Hampshire  State  Law  that  all  new  construction,  existing  rental  units, 
apartments,  and  condominiums  be  equipped  with  hard  wired  smoke  detec- 
tors in  compliance  with  the  Fire  Safety  Codes  of  the  National  Fire  Preven- 
tion Association.  If  you  have  any  questions  concerning  these  Codes  or  any 
other  Fire  Safety  problems  please  contact  the  Fire  Department.  Remember, 
SMOKE  DETECTORS  SAVE  LIVES!

And  State  Forest  Ranger 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindl- 
ed without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  pay- 
ment starting  April  1, 1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will 
impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber 
tax  forms.

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Report  of  the 
Recreation  Department 

The  Moultonborough  Recreation  Department  continued  to  offer  a  strong 
and  varied  recreation  program  to  all  citizens  of  this  community  in  1986.  The 
Recreation  Department,  feeling  the  effects  of  a  growing  population,  increas- 
ed the  number  of  programs  offered  and  found  a  significant  increase  in 
participation. 

Youth  sports  continued  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  recreation  program 
in  1986.  In  the  winter,  over  50  boys  and  girls  ages  8-12  participated  in  the  youth 
basketball  program.  Approximately  20  children  joined  in  the  cheerleading 
program.  Baseball  and  softball  participation  grew  to  include  over  125 
youngsters  ages  6-12.  In  the  fall,  youth  soccer  players  increased  from  60  in 
1985  to  slightly  over  100  in  1986.  The  1986-87  youth  basketball  season  got  under- 
way in  December  again  with  a  series  of  basketball  clinics.  In  addition  to 
regular  schedules,  teams  representing  Moultonborough  successfully  com- 
peted in  county,  regional  and  state  tournaments.  Moultonborough  was  the 
site  of  the  Carroll  County  Youth  Soccer  tournament.  Family  Play  Days  and 
awards  banquets  were  an  important  part  of  the  youth  sports  program  in  1986. 

The  summer  playground  program  again  afforded  both  local  and  summer 
children  ages  8-14  daily  activities  at  the  playground.  These  included:  sports; 
games;  arts  and  crafts;  creative  activities  and  special  events.  Weekly  field 
trips  for  hiking,  bowling,  swimming  or  to  local  attractions  rounded  out  the 
program.  Youngsters  also  had  some  memorable  experiences  as  they  com- 
peted in  the  N.H.  Track  and  Field  Meet  in  Concord,  the  Junior  World  Frisbee 
Championships  and  the  Carroll  County  Field  Day.  Daily  attendance  at  the 
playground  program  ranged  from  25-60.  An  overnight  camping  trip  wrapped 
up  a  successful  summer  program. 

Tennis  lessons  were  offered  during  the  summer  months  with  over  40  adults 
and  children  taking  advantage  of  these.  Two  team  tournaments  were  run  for 
adults  and  children  in  July  and  August. 

American  Red  Cross  swimming  lessons  offered  at  both  Long  Island  and 
States  Landing  beaches  showed  a  strong  increase  in  participation  with  ap- 
proximately 150  children  learning  swimming  and  water  safety  skills. 

Other  activities  that  were  offered  during  the  summer  included:  a  morn- 
ing walking  program  for  adults;  summer  basketball  clinics;  a  trip  to  the 
Children's  Theater  Festival;  July  4th  Celebration  at  the  playground;  Par- 
ticipation in  and  sponsorship  of  the  July  4th  Parade;  and  Family  Field  Days 
at  the  playground. 

In  the  winter  of  1986,  there  was  a  trip  for  adults  and  families  to  the  Ice 
Capades  show  in  Portland  and  a  family  day  of  fun  and  games  entitled 
"Celebrate  Snow". 
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Adult  Co-Ed  Volleyball,  Men's  Basketball  and  Women's  Basketball  pro- 
grams offered  in  conjunction  with  the  Moultonborough  Adult  Education  Pro- 
gram were  run  in  eight  week  sessions  in  the  fall,  winter  and  spring. 

Thirty  boys  and  girls  in  grades  1-6  enthusiastically  took  part  in  the  six 
week  gym  and  swim  program  offered  at  the  Lakes  Region  YMCA.  Elemen- 
tary school  age  youngsters  also  represented  Moultonborough  in  a  bowling  tour- 
nament in  Fryeburg,  Maine  in  April.  A  Friday  night  Junior  High  gym  pro- 
gram was  offered  in  the  Fall  of  '86. 

Senior  citizen's  trips  to  Kennebunkport,  Maine  and  to  the  Oktoberfest  at 
Mount  Sunapee  State  Park  were  well  received  by  the  "super  seniors"  who 
participated.  These  trips  and  a  short,  weekly  exercise  program  were  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  Moultonborough-Sandwich  Meals  Program. 

One  of  the  big  successes  for  1986  for  the  Moultonborough  Recreation 
Department  was  the  Halloween  Party,  Haunted  House  and  Monster  Race  on 
October  31.  This  huge  undertaking  had  over  300  children  joining  in,  took  over 
100  adult  and  teenage  volunteers  to  organize  and  run  and  took  in  donations 
and  contributions  from  20  businesses  and  organizations  to  make  it  a  success. 

Two  events  late  in  December  ended  the  year  on  a  positive  note.  The 
Recreation  Department's  annual  Christmas  Carolling  on  December  20th  filled 
a  bus  with  families  spreading  the  Christmas  cheer.  Two  days  later,  the 
Moultonborough  and  Centre  Harbor  Recreation  Departments  held  a  Lipsync 
Contest  with  the  winners  earning  the  right  to  compete  in  Concord  as  part  of 
the  First  Night  N.H.  celebration. 

As  always,  all  recreation  facilities  were  used  quite  heavily  in  1986.  Once 
again,  there  has  been  excellent  co-operation  between  the  school  and  the 
Recreation  Department  for  sharing  of  facilities.  The  use  of  school  facilities 
has  been  essential  for  the  success  of  the  overall  recreation  program.  That 
co-operation  is  very  much  appreciated.  Major  improvements  to  the  town  soft- 
ball  field  were  finished  in  the  fall  of  '86. 

The  Recreation  Department  was  fortunate  again  in  1986  to  have  a  wonder- 
ful summer  staff  and  many  dedicated  volunteers  throughout  the  year.  These 
people  are  owed  a  sincere  "thank  you"  for  making  the  program  work.  A 
"thank  you"  also  goes  to  the  school  personnel  for  all  of  their  assistance.  This 
year,  a  very  special  "thanks"  goes  to  all  the  people  who  helped  to  make  the 
Halloween  activities  so  great!  Special  appreciation  goes  to  the  National  Honor 
Society,  Senior  Class  and  other  Moultonborough  Academy  students  who  gave 
their  all  that  night  for  a  friendly  scare.

Annual  Report 
1986 

This  year  saw  modest  accomplishments  in  several  areas  as  membership 
increased  some  20%  to  over  90  members.  A  varied  program  attracted  an 
average  two  dozen  attendees  at  monthly  meetings,  highlighted  by  35-40  in 
August  for  the  tour  of  East  Moultonborough  landmarks.  In  July  and  August 
the  Town  House  was  open  each  Saturday  afternoon,  drawing  over  80  visitors 
to  see  our  exhibits. 

The  encourage  interest  by  young  people  in  their  local  history,  the  Socie- 
ty made  its  first  annual  award  to  the  6th  grade  of  the  Moultonborough  Cen- 
tral School  for  its  written  history  of  the  town.  Over  30  class  members  visited 
the  Town  House  in  early  June,  a  first  time  for  most  of  them,  and  the  award 
of  two  books  on  New  Hampshire  history  was  presented  on  17  June.  We  are 
now  working  with  the  class  on  its  1986-87  program  in  local  history,  and  will 
award  a  prize  to  that  student  who  prepares  the  best  paper  on  some  aspect 
of  town  history. 

Compilation  of  gravestone  data  from  the  town's  40-odd  burial  grounds 
and  cemeteries  was  completed,  and  indexing  will  be  done  in  early  1987.  The 
printing  of  this  valuable  data  will  be  useful  to  historians  and  genealogists, 
as  much  of  it  is  unique.  Concurrently  we  worked  with  the  Selectmen  to  ob- 
tain signs  for  the  town's  major  cemeteries  which  will  be  installed  in  early 
1987.  All  this  effort  is  vital  in  preserving  one  of  the  town's  most  special 
historical  legacies. 

Improvements  were  made  at  the  Town  House  by  attaching  a  shed  to  the 
rear  of  the  building  to  serve  as  a  storage  and  toilet  facility;  three  large  dy- 
ing elms  were  removed  from  the  lot;  new  curtains  were  installed  as  well  as 
a  refrigerator  and  stove,  donated  as  gifts  by  members. 

An  inventory  of  Society  property  and  artifacts  was  completed  and  filed 
with  revised  insurance  coverage  on  Town  House  contents.  Display  cases  were 
cleaned,  somewhat  rearranged,  and  work  begun  on  relabelling  all  items.  A 
small  number  of  new  items  were  acquired  as  gifts  this  year,  and  our  historian 
presented  over  10  year's  worth  of  scrapbooks  with  information  on  contem- 
porary history  of  Moultonborough  which  she  has  collected  over  recent  years. 
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The  Society  reprinted  copies  of  its  town  history  Moultonborough  to  the 
20th  Century,  first  pubhshed  in  1963.  This  has  been  a  good  seller  in  local 
markets,  and  we  owe  much  to  those  who  authored  this  important  beginning 
on  an  official  history  of  Moultonborough.  The  By-Laws  of  the  Society  as  revis- 
ed and  accepted  in  April  1985  were  also  published  in  booklet  form  and 
distributed  to  all  members. 

Looking  to  the  coming  year  the  Society  hopes  to  work  with  the  Select- 
men on  a  program  to  preserve  the  schoolhouse  on  Moultonborough  Neck  which 
was  donated  by  Mary  Smith  to  the  town  some  years  ago.  Major  work  on  the 
siding  of  the  Town  House  and  painting  will  be  done,  and  finally,  we  hope  to 
publish  the  Moultonborough  cemetery  information. 

To  the  many  members  who  have  contributed  their  skills  and  time,  who 
have  donated  items  to  the  Society,  and  who  have  managed  the  monthly 
routines,  thanks  are  due  from  both  the  membership  and  officers,  Similar 
appreciation  must  also  go  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  solid  support  of  the  Society 
and  its  activities.

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Report  of  the  Moultonborough 
Conservation  Commission 

1986 

During  1986  only  twelve  applicants  came  to  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion before  filing  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Forty  applications  were  intervened 
and  therefore  delayed  because  of  questions  the  Commission  could  not  be 
resolved  in  the  ten  days  allowed  for  comment  by  the  law  —  without  interven- 
tion delay  of  forty  days.  This  is  an  unnecessary  delay  as  the  Public  should 
be  aware  that  Moultonborough  Conservation  will  review  and  comment  on  all 
applications.  Further,  the  N.H.  Wetlands  Board  has  become  more  concern- 
ed with  activities  in  wetlands  and  along  the  shores  of  the  lakes,  ponds  and 
streams  of  New  Hampshire.  Just  consider  the  increase  in  demand  for  shore 
access,  shore  and  wetland  alteration.

In  1986,  the  law  provided  a  new  tool  for  protecting  our  shore  fronts  and 
wetlands  from  unpermitted  work  either  by  owners  or  contractors  as  well  ex- 
cesses beyond  that  set  forth  in  permits.  Fines  of  as  much  as  $2,000.00  dollars 
have  been  levied  against  owners  and  contractors.  Local  law  enforcement  of- 
ficers are  also  given  the  power  to  enforce  cease  and  desist  orders  with  fines 
in  District  Court.  This  latter  action  needs  a  program  of  education  for  these 
officers  —  one  of  letting  them  become  familiar  with  what  is  the  law  and  regula- 
tions. To  this  end  a  program  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  made  available 
in  the  Lakes  Region  with  the  help  of  N.H.  Association  of  Conservations  and 
the  State  Municipal  Association.  Restrictions  are  hard  to  put  up  with.  But 
there  are  those  who  would  deck  over  the  lakeshore,  not  for  themselves,  but 
for  profit.  They  would  build  breakwaters  that  would  adversely  affect  their 
neighbors.  More  moorings  were  put  in  off  Moultonborough  shore,  after  the 
Governor's  Moritorium  1986,  than  existed  before  1986. 

During  1986  several  cases  of  logging  operations  occurred  in  Moulton- 
borough that  polluted  several  streams  and  probably  resulted  in  less  fish  life 
and  habitat.  These  were  reported  to  the  Wetlands  Board  and  action  is  being 
taken.  Logging  is  a  necessary  and  economic  activity  but  there  are  best 
management  ways  to  do  it.  If  citizen  owners  don't  know  them,  your  Conser- 
vation Commission  or  the  County  Forester  can  help  you. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  will,  in  1987,  prepare  for  action,  a  Wetlands 
Protection  proposal  along  with  a  Aquifer  Protection  proposal.  Neither  of  these 
ordinances  could  have  been  enacted  before  we  had  a  zoning  ordinance  in  place. 
1986  saw  a  major  protection  effort  completed  along  the  shores  of  Garland  Pond 
and  sections  of  the  Red  Hill  River.  These  were  brought  about  chiefly  through 
the  conservation  easements  filed  by  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Foster.  Now  The 
Conservations  Commission  must  complete  similar  protection  of  Berry  Pond 
and  the  marsh  that  abuts  it  and  the  protection  of  the  unique  bog  called  Mud 
Pond  that  abuts  the  playground  area  just  off  Route  25  at  Greene's  Corner. 

Erosion  and  sedimentation  control  is  an  increasing  need.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  does  not  review  tracts  of  land  where  less  than  100,000  sq.  ft.  of 
surface  is  disturbed.  Right  now  there  is  only  one  field  person  from  Water  Supp- 
ly and  Pollution  Control  Division  available  and  he  is  faced  with  over  a  couple 
of  hundred  major  projects  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.

1986  Annual  Report 

Tuesday,  March  11,  1986,  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Moultonborough 
adopted  by  reference  the  BOCA  Standard  Building  Code ;  established  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  Moultonborough,  minimum  building  standards. 

On  June  21,  1986  the  first  building  inspector  was  hired,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Building  Inspection  created. 

1986  saw  a  continuation  of  the  building  boom  of  1985  with  moderate  ac- 
celeration. There  were  a  total  of  127  single  family  home  permits  issued  at 
a  valuation  of  $12,746,150.00  dollars.  150  permits  for  additions  and  alterations 
at  a  valuation  of  $2,088,350.00  dollars.  41  permits  for  residential  garages  at 
a  valuation  of  $1,676,890.00  dollars.  20  permits  for  commercial  construction 
valued  at  $884,860.00  dollars.  The  total  of  construction  valuation  for  1986  was 
$17,396,250.00  dollars,  compared  to  $14,300,717.00  for  1985,  or  an  increase  of 
about  171/2%.
